OU wouldn’t have this book if you 
didn’t think fireplaces were fun — and 
there are millions of other Americans 
who agree with you. So settle back for 
some pleasant reading and some practical ideas 
of how you can join the fun of outdoor cooking. 


But before you actually start to build your out- 
door fireplace, you have a lot of decisions to 
make. Let us suggest some of the questions that 
will come up. 


Are you planning your outdoor fireplace for 
your own home or for some outing spot where 
appearance is not so great a factor? 


Should it be a portable unit, or a masonry one 
— will you want to move it around? 


Do you want a fireplace that will give you the 
advantage of an outdoor evening fire for con- 
viviality, or do you want one that is designed 
for cooking alone? 


OUTDOOR FIREPLACES . 


Can your outdoor fireplace be built against 
your home or garage combining its flue with 
a stack containing other flues? 

Would it be a good idea to combine it with an 
incinerator for disposal of household wastes? 
Is it feasible, or desirable, to combine the fire- 
place with a garden wall? 


Do you plan now, or in the future, to build a 
shelter over or near to it, so that it can be en- 
joyed during summer showers. The fire- 
place can also be completely enclosed for 
continuation of your barbecue fun during 
winter months. 


How much do you propose to spend? 
The range is wide. A simple masonry barbécue 
may cost no more than $6.00 for mason mate- 
rials. The iron grids will be about $7.00 and 
the masonry job is not beyond the capacity of 
a handy owner. This represents the minimum 
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Face bricks may be had in a variety of tones 
and textures that offer a challenge to the 
prospective builder. 

Considerable freedom is practiced in fireplace 
masonry and one should not overlook local or 
salvaged materials. Discarded paving brick or 
cobblestones make attractive fireplaces. Per- 
haps there is a wealth of field stones on your 
country premises, or in the neighborhood. If 
quarry stone is your material, roughly broken 
fragments can be laid into a charming pattern. 
If you prefer cut stone carefully shaped and 
faced, any stone mason can serve you. 


You Can Make a Souvenir Fireplace 


We know of an owner who used a collection of 
stones, assembled when he was a student geol- 
ogist, as a facing for his fireplace masonry. He 
entertains his guests by relating the names and 
origins of various rocks. 


Others may use shells or small crystalline 
stones to weave a pattern on the face of 
the chimney. 


All such touches help to personalize the fire- 
place and make it something devised of your 
own ingenuity. 


Things for You to Think About 


When you plan the simplest kind of barbecue, 
you avoid expense, but at the same time, you 
incur certain inconveniences. You must be pre- 
pared to carry your fuel to the fireplace loca- 
tion every time a fire is lighted. Cooking 
utensils, too, must be transported to and from 
the site. Garbage and wastes must be handled 
so as to avoid offense. 














So it may be that after you have enjoyed your 
simple outdoor fireplace you will be ready for 

a more complete installation. Adequate stor- 
age spaces are a great convenience. One should 
hold fuel and another cooking utensils. Some-@ 
times in the more complex structures there will 

be separate chambers for lighter fuel, such as 
charcoal, and for wood. 


A Donley Garbage Receiver, installed with its 
opening at ground level, makes a quick, reli- 
able and unobtrusive means of disposing 
of wastes. 


These Things Add to Your Enjoyment 


A water tap near the fireplace, or even a length 
of hose, is a convenience in cleaning utensils. 
Electric current permits lighting the scene and 
can be used to turn a spit. Of course you will 
want suitable tables and benches and care in 
their arrangement will well repay you. Plant- 
ings lend a final touch of shade, charm 
and seclusion. 


Proper Support Important 


Whatever type or size of fireplace you build, 
certain questions will arise. Perhaps the first 
of these is support. The fireplace must not sag 
or heave as the result of water or frost action. 
In any region that has freezing temperatures 
— the experienced builder is likely to advise 
a foundation carried below the frost line. But 
there is another way, equally effective in most 
cases. You can build a matte support for the 
fireplace. This means digging a shallow form 
in the earth, 6 inches deep and 6 inches more

ONLEY designs and materials have

pages to come you will see pictured for 
you all of the Donley Products designed for use 
in outdoor fireplaces — and you will see pictured 
examples of the kind of fireplaces other folk, just 
like you, have constructed from these products. 


You will find instances in which builders have 
used only the Donley #10 Unit, or only 
the Donley +23. And you will find impos- 
ing outdoor fireplaces embodying the Donley 
Universal Fireplace, The Donley Dutch Ovens, 
The Donley +23, The Donley +41 and 
42, and the Donley appurtenances such as the 
electric spit and the crane. 


One feature of the Donley. +23 Range Assembly 
reminds us to tell you not, repeat not, to construct 
an open-top cooking unit with a chimney at one 
end and expect the smoke by some 
magical means to travel horizontal- 
ly to your chimney. It will rise and 
smudge the face of chimney, 
unless it is confined and made to 
travel in the right direction, as in 
the Donley #23. 





The best thing to equip you for further reading 
is your imagination. As you see the equipment 
pictured and the uses made of it, imagine to your- 
self how each of the products shown and the uses 
shown, will best fit into your needs, landscaping, 
location and desires. 


How much does it cost? 


You can enjoy untold hours of fun with an out- 
door fireplace without it being a costly or perma- 
nent installation. As a matter of fact, a moderate- 
size family, or one not wishing to entertain ex- 
tensively, can derive outdoor cooking pleasure 
from a simple, open-fire chamber of masonry with 
iron grates at two levels. The masonry and suita- 
ble grates can be purchased almost anywhere at 
a reasonable cost. And the construction is certain- 
ly within range of the handy householder. 
This type of outdoor fireplace is represented by 
the Donley No. 10 design shown on page 8, to be 
discussed later in this book. 


What is safe support? 


An outdoor fireplace, like other masonry struc- 
tures, may have a foundation extending below 
the frost line (about 39 inches). However, a con- 
crete matte or slab, only five or six inches thick 
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FROST LINE 





... extending outside of the lines of the fireplace 
foundation is adequate. The idea of the matte is 
that it “floats” on the soil — rises and falls slightly 
with the lifting force of winter’s frost. But it is 
important that the concrete matte be rigid and 
free from cracks. 


Where to build? 


The first natural thought in building an outdoor 
fireplace is to find a shaded and secluded loca- 
tion — if one is to be had. But careful considera- 
tion should also be given to the distance, terrain 
or level of the cooking area from the kitchen. Dur- 
ing a summer of outdoor cooking, there are any 
number of errands and trips to be made back and 
forth. This becomes irksome and detracts from 
the pleasure of eating and entertaining outdoors. 
We know of cases where rural homesites included 
a slope down to a delightful picnic site... a pro- 





tected glen ...a grove of trees...a stream with 
shaded banks. But every errand required a long, 
stiff climb which gradually reduced the enthus- 
iasm for frequent outdoor meals. Therefore, lo- 
cation of the outdoor fireplace is an extremely 
important consideration for convenient, frequent 
and pleasant outdoor cooking enjoyment. 


How about shelter? 


There are any number of ways to bring added 
comfort and shelter to the outdoor fireplace area. 
It can be a simple, rustic overhead structure, with 
a lattice of flowering vines ... it can be a sub- 
stantial summer house with interchangeable pan- 
els of glass and screens. The outdoor fireplace, in 
any form, represents a congenial atmosphere of 
hospitality and should be an incentive to provide 
comfort and eye appeal. 





What about storage? 


If you build the simplest form of a fireplace, it 
will be necessary to carry the fuel and utensils to 
the fireplace each time you cook. A more com- 
plete fireplace, however, provides for storage such 
as compartments, oven doors, or shelves to hold 
kindling, charcoal, pots, pans, etc. This storage 
space makes the work easier and more fun. A 
nearby water supply is a great convenience, also 
a handy Donley Garbage Receiver to maintain 
appearance and sanitation. 
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ONLEY NO. 10 OUTDOOR COOKING GRILL 


HIS handy barbecue unit offers you the 

quickest and easiest way to achieve a per- 

manent installation on which appetizing 

meals can be cooked. As illustrated here, 
it is made of brick, however, concrete block can 
also be used. The interior masonry is ridged so 
that projections in the fire area provide a handy 
shelf on which the grates for the charcoal fire and 
cooking utensils may rest. Three such projections 
are shown, although grates at two levels are the = 
rule. Having three shelves, however, gives oppor- 
tunity to shift the grates to a better cooking level 
consistent with the fuel available.

Three sizes of barbecue are indicated, based on 
different sizes of grate. The smallest size takes a 
12x16 inch grate. Two are required. The sec- 
ond size takes a 12x24 inch grate and the fire 
chamber is correspondingly deeper. By using two 
grates, 12x16 on each level, four in all, the 
structure can be enlarged to offer a 16x24 inch 
fire area. (See handy table on Page 31 for order- 
ing size by number.) 


You should have a matte support for this fire- 
place as described on Page 4. 
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Here’s a popular gathering 
spot in a convenient loca- 
tion. Illustration shows a 
fireplace using a Donley 
No. 10 Grill.

NO. 23 RANGE ASSEMBLY 


MONG Donley fireplaces, the most popular type by 
A far, is the No. 23 Outdoor Cooking Range. The front 
elevation, profile, and sections shown on this page 
show you how it should be built. The metal unit is 
shown at the left. It includes a sturdy frame with supports 
for grates at two levels, also a fuel door, enclosed sides, a 


hinged top, to direct the smoke to the chimney as we men- 
tioned earlier, and the lower or ash door. 


It’s Welded! — for Rugged Construction — The Donley 
No. 23 Range Assembly Unit consists of a strongly welded 
frame, 28 ¥2’’x18” in horizontal measurement, and 14” high. 


It has projections at three levels to support movable grates. 
If desired, solid top sections may be substituted for one or 
both of the upper grids. The enclosure of the flame, how- 
ever, does not depend on the use of such solid tops, because 
a hinged steel cover completely encloses the unit from above. 
It prevents the escape of smoke, except through the chimney, 
when fires are being kindled, or raw fuel is used. With a char- 
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Outdoor Fireplace 
Installation — 
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coal or hot ember fire, the cover may be swung 
upward against the chimney, where it protects 
the masonry from soot and keeps your fireplace 
looking fresh and attractive. 


A steel fire door gives access from the front and 
makes it easy for you to handle and repair the 
grates. It is provided with a latch. 


The ash-pit below grate level is likewise provided 
with a door — a standard 12”x8” clean out door 
which is anchored in the masonry. This door also 
gives you a draft regulator, you increase the draft 
by opening it, decrease the draft by closing 
the door. 


Solid top section occupies one-half of the top 
surface, in the No. 24, taking the place of one of 
the two grates that are otherwise used. The No. 
25 has two solid top sections instead of two grates 
for the cooking surface. 
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Easy to care for — everyone takes pride in his 
possessions and likes to keep them looking well. 
The same feeling of ownership applies to outdoor 
fireplaces. Discoloration by fire, exposure to the 
elements — these create minor blemishes at the 
time, but the accumulated effect can cause you 
a great deal of work. The Donley No. 23 Unit can 
be pulled completely out of the masonry for in- 
side storage and attention such as wire brushing 
and protective painting. 


Choice of assemblies — So many alternatives 
are possible that we’ve printed a handy little table 
on page 31 of this booklet for your reference 
in ordering. The Donley Range Assembly, for 
instance, may be ordered in any one of three dif- 
ferent forms, depending on what you want in the 
way of solid top sections. So consult the table, 
please, before ordering. 
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M. L. Abrams of South Euclid, Ohio, installed a Don- 
ley Range Assembly in his interesting fireplace. Con- 
struction was from ordinary masonry materials.

Two de- 
tachable “wing” shelves make this unit convenient 
and practical — provides extra space for utensils, 
supplies and equipment. 


For example, The Donley Electric Spit placed on 
the shelf, automatically rotates and evenly pre- 
pares fish, fowl, roasts and other edibles to a 
delightful “savory turn”... to please even the 
most discriminating tastes. 


Durable-High-strength construction — The 
“Barbecart 35”, designed for long dependable 
service, is constructed of a heavy gauge steel- 


welded for greater strength and reinforced by 
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THE “BARBECART 35” 


angles. Two sturdy removable grids (each 12x19 
inches) are included. One supports the fire and 
the top grid is a rest for the cooking operation. 


A sliding drawer simplifies the removal of ashes. 
For extra convenience, a flat steel handle is per-

The two wing shelves (each 6x18 inches) are 
engineered for utility, rigidity and strength. The 
handling and storing of the “Barbecart 35” is sim- 
plified because it is compact and portable. The 
height of the Barbecart is 27 inches — width is 
13 inches (with both wings mounted, 27 inches. ) 
The length, including wheels and handle, is 28 
inches. Shipping weight is 96 pounds.

No. 41 


“Between two fires” tells how you cook with a Donley No. 41 
or 42 Twin-fire Steak Grill. Either of these units offers a divid- 
ed fire by the use of two vertical metal baskets that hold the 
glowing coals. In the narrow space between, the amateur chef 
places whatever is to be grilled — holding it in a wire broiler 
clamp which may be hung from the convenient hooks. 


The only metal parts permanently installed are the four an- 
chors bedded in the masonry, two on each inside wall. On these 
anchors the vertical baskets are hung, one on each pair of 
anchors. A steel grid (for stove top cooking) and a hook as- 
sembly complete the No. 41 Unit. The No. 42 which costs only 
a little more, provides another type of cooking fire. Besides the 
parts in a No. 41, it includes a 12’’x16” cast iron grate and four 
grate support brackets which hook over the fixed anchors. This 
grate is used instead of the baskets. It supports a fire and the 
top grid provides the cooking surface. 

Both the No. 41 and 42 are removable for storage under cover 
in the off-season. They are popular as an auxiliary to one of the 


other units and can be used alone as an excellent outdoor 
cooking device.

The Dutch Oven is a highly practical addition to your out- 
door fireplace plans. Seldom, if ever, is it installed by it- 
self. As an addition to other cooking units it increases the 
scope of the cooking to include a variety of baking and 
boiling operations which can be started first and brought 
to completion when more rapid steps, such as broiling and 
grilling, are also finished. 


Some builders even use Dutch Ovens for storage space 
when the fireplace is idle. The unit is usually separately 
vented into the flue. If used for boiling vegetables having 
a pronounced odor, the fumes pass away unnoticed. It 
can be used for almost any kind of table top cooking, re- 
lieving the open grids for grilling and frying operations. 
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DONLEY NO. 70 UNIVERSAL

Almost every owner of an outdoor fire- 
place, will find some occasion when he 
wants to use it simply for the warmth and 
cheer it spreads. On a cool, fall evening, 
for instance, when perhaps the only 
“cooking” contemplated is the toasting of 
marshmallows, or roasting weiners on a 
stick. Yet, he also wants suitable cooking 
facilities for preparing larger meals. 


The Donley No. 70 Universal Outdoor 
Fireplace can be used for efficient cook- 
ing or grilling, for warmth, or for both at 
the same time. 


Shaped in general like a pleasant open 
fireplace, the No. 70 design gives you a 
central hearth section in which are an- 
chored slides to support grates at two 
levels. The hearth area extends enough 
to the front of the fireplace so that the 
grates may be drawn forward for char- 
coal cooking. There is also a strong, at- 
tractive Donley Crane to support kettles 
for boiling, or heating water ... or merely 
for appearance. 


The building design shown on these 
pages provides for an opening 42 inches 
wide. Four 12x20x'% inch grates and a 
lintel angle are included.

FROST LINE 


Outdoor fireplaces may have foundations extending below 
the “frost” line. Often a satisfactory substitute is found in a 
concrete matte or slab 4 or 5 inches thick extending outside 
the lines of the fireplace. 




















On this page you'll see pictured several units in 
various stages of construction, and also a finished 
product or two. If you’re ordinarily handy and can 
follow the simple blueprints contained in this book- 
let, then you'll find it an easy job. If you don’t think 
you can tackle it, a little investigation will show you 
that it’s a job for your neighborhood handy man to 
do for you. 












Choose the fireplace location with care. If 
the site means undue physical effort or hard- 
ship it would be better to sacrifice the loca- 
tion for convenience.
